Sudden Death of an Actor.—Mr. Edward Dry, many years an es- 
tablished favorite at Sadler’s Wells, expired suddenly on Friday night, 
at his residence, 2, Boundary-row, Blackfriars-road. He was only 33 
years of age, and greatly respected by a large circle of friends. He has 
left a widowed mother, to whom he was the chief support. 

The Taunton Theatre is doing pretty good business. Mr. Hoskins, 
late of the Theatre Roval, Covent Garden, and his wife (Julia Wallack), 
have been playing here during the past week in the plays of Richelieu, 
Money, §c. 

The Reading Theatre closed for the season on Friday last, and the 
company proceed to Guilford, where, receiving additions, it will com- 
mence operations on Monday, the 10th inst., under the management of 
the veteran Barnett. 

Manchester Theatre Royal (late Cooke's Circus).—The burnt out 
sons and daughters of Thalia and Melpomene, have again gathered them- 
selves together beneath one roof. They opened their temporary temple 
on Saturday, the 26th ult The establishment was crowded to excess, 
and all were greeted with the cheering plaudits of their approving friends. 
The Queen’s Theatre, conducted by John Sloan, is doing well, and it is 
to be hoped that a successful season will reward his exertions. In addi- 
tion to the present excellent company, Tom Matthews, the clown of the 
Metropolis, is engaged for a term, and appeared on Monday in a new 
pantomime, 

Malle. Rachel, re-established from a long and cruel indisposition, re- 
appeared on Friday last, in Catherine II., a tragedy by M. Romand. 
The subject, the death of the young/rvan, has often been treated before, 
but perhaps never so successfully. The artists are entitled to much praise. 
Beauvallet, in the part of Jirvan, had fatality engraven on his forehead. 
Guyon, in Orloff, had all the hauteur and insolence of a lover of the 
Empress. As to Mdlle. Rachel, who made her rentrée in the character 
of Catherine, she displayed her accustomed superiority. She proved 
that her majestic delivery can adapt itself to the familiar tone of modern 
tragedy as well as to the majesty of the ancient. 3 

The great success of this tragedy has been confirmed by the unanimous 
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suffrage of the Parisian journals. The result of this magnificent experi- 
ment at the Odeon surpassed all expectation; the ‘interest of curiosity 
was replaced by the interest the piece itself excited, and an intelligent 
and attentive public,by awarding a solemn homage to this majestic genius 
of former days, dissipated the puerile apprehensions which were excited 
concerning the adaptation of his dramatic productions to present times.
